CREAM OF TOMATO SOUP.

When 
the milk is boiling hot stir in one table- 
spoonfui cf tour which has been rubbed 
Srnooth in a little cold milk. Cook ten 
minutes aid add a good-sized piece, of 
butter, anil pepper and salt to taste. 
The tomatves should now be ready to 
Strain into the thickened milk, but first 
before straining stir in a.quarter of a 
teaspoonful of saleratus to remove the 
acidity-of the tomatoes, Serve at once, 

BOILED SPINACH. 

_As spinach shrinks ¢ery much in cook- 
ing be sure to buy plenty. A peck is not 
too much for a family of: seven. Wash 
in several waters, as it is usually very 
Sandy. Put it into boiling salted water. 
Unless a good deal of water is used, the 
spinach will be bitter. Boil half an hour. 
Drain thoroughly, pressing it with a 
Plate. Chop. and add butter and more 
salt if needed. Serve vinegar with it. 

TAPIOCA CREAM. 

Three talblespoonfuls of pearl tapioca 
soaked over night in cold water enough to 
cover it. Inthe morning add the tapioca 
to one quart of milk. Heat boiling hot, 
and stir in the well-beaten yolks of three 
eggs and two-thirds cup of sugar, and 
stir until it begins to thicken. Pour into 
pudding dish and frost with the whites 
of three eggs and three tablespoonfuls 
sugar. Brown lightly in th8 oven. Fila- 
vor the cream and frosting with lemon 
or vanila, as preferred. ; 

WALNUT SANDWICHES, 

These are best made of graham bread. 
Slice the bread (either white or graham) 
very thin, and trim off the crusts. Spread 
with the following mixture. Chop very 
fine one-half pound of English walnut 
meats and .add enough mayonnaise 

‘dressing to make.a.paste. Olives may 
be served with them. 
SPONGE DROPS. 

Beat together three eggs and one and 
one-half cups sugar. Add half a cup of 
cold water, when they are light; and 
two cups of flour, in which sift one tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar and one- 
half teaspoonful of saleratus, vor 
with lemon.. Drop in teaspoonfuls into 
buttered muffin-cups and bake ih a 
quick oven.

‘Choice Recipes From Many Sources and 
of Acknowledged Worth. 
STRING BEANS (German Style). 

String one quart of the beans and cut 
them diagonally into half-inch lengths. 
Wash and drain. Melt one large table 
spoonful of butter in a saucepan, add 
one-half of a teaspoonful salt and one- 
quarter of a teaspoonful of white pep- 
per, and the drained beans. Cover 
clesely and shake over the hot fire for 
five minutes. Add about four tablespoon- 
fuls of hot water and draw,a little to one 
side, where'they will not cook quite so 
fast. As the water evaporates add more, 
but never more than a few spoonfuls at 
atime. If the beans are young they will 
be tender in twenty minutes; if older 
they may require as much as forty five 
minutes. Cooked in this way they are 
very tender and delicate. By way of 
variety a grating of nutmeg or a half 
teaspoonful of onion juice may be added 
to the butter at the beginning. 


VEGETABLE SOUP. 

Prepare and chop tine sufficient carrot, 
turnip and celery to measure one-half 
of a cupful each; one scant pint of finely 
diced potato, and one onjon thinly sliced. 
Put the potato as'de, mix the other vege- 
tables and brown slowly in four table- 
spoonfuls of clarified dripping. Add the 
potatoes and cook a few moments lon- 
ger, then add one quart of boiling water, 
cover closely and simmer for one hour 
and a half, stirring occasionally to thor- 
oughly mix and break up the vegetables. 
Season well with salt and pepper, add 
one tablespoonful of finely chopped 
parsley and serve. 


SPANISH OMELET. 
Chop fine one-quarter of a pound of 
bacon, three peeled tomatoes, or one 
cupful of the canned, and one medium 
sized onion. Add one-third of a tea- 
spoonful of paprika or black pepper, and 
cook slowly together for 20 minutes. 
Make an omelet with five or six eggs, put 
a few spoonfuls of the mixture in the 
center, roll, turn out ona hot platter and 
‘pour the remainder around it. Garnish 
with parsley.

WHITE SAUCE. 

One pint milk (or hal( white stock or 
cream), two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
two level tablespoonfuls cornstarch, one- 
half teaspoonful salt, one-half saltspoon- 
ul pepper. Heat the mi‘k over hot water, 
ut the buttering granite saucepan, and 
gtir till it melts av? bubbles, but be care- 
ful not to brown it; add the ary corn- 
starch, and stir quickly till well mixed. 
Pour on one-third of the milk, let it 
boil, and stir well as it thickens, tipping 
the saucepan slightly to keep the sauce 
from sticking. Add another third of the 
milk, let it boll up and thicken, and 
stir vigorously until perfectly smooth— 
be sure that all the lumps are rubbed 
out while it is in this thick state; then 
add the remainder of the milk, let it boil, 
and whensmoothadd the salt and pepper, 
using more if high seasoning is desired. 
Vary the seasoning by using onion juice, 
hard-boiled eggs, minced parsley, 4 
lobster, or oysters, -when serving i* 
fish; celery salt or cooked celery, « 
juice, mushrooms, or curry powd 
boiled fowl, veal, or sweetbreads, 
capers for boiled mutton, White sauce 
is not suitable for dark meats.

BREAD AND BUTTER PUDDING. 

Three slices of bread cut rather thin 
and buttered, cut off the crusts: and 
spread with preserves (raspberry or 
strawberry preferred), now divide each 
slice into four or six pieces, and put 
them into a pudding dish that will hold 
about three pints;, while doing this put 
on the stove a pint of milk; when it gets 
scalding hot pour over the bread enough 
to soak it through; beat three eggs well, 
add three tablespoonfuls sugar and one- 
half pint of cold milk, and if there should 
be any hot milk left from soaking the 
bread add that also; set the custard on 
the stove.to get it scalding hot, then fla- 
vor with lemon extract, and pour over 
the bread; as the bread floats press it 
down with a spoon for two or three min- 
utes so that the custard can penetrate 
the bread; grate nutmeg on top and bake 
in a moderate oven about twenty min- 
utes. : 


JELLIED SALAD IN TOMATO CASES. 

Pare and grate. some cucumbers, and 
drain off about half of the clear liquid. 
To the remaining liquid and pulp take, 
for each cupful, one-halfof‘a tablespoon- 
ful.of granulated gelatine and soak it in 
a few tableepoonfuls of water; when soft 
set over het water until melted. Add 
this to the prepared cucumber, together 
with salt and pepper to taste, and one 
tablespoonful of lemon juice. Allow one 
good-sized tomato for each person,cut off 
the stem end and scoop out the pulp and 
turn upside down to drain, Fill with the 
cucumber mixture (to which some finely 
cut meat may be added if-desired), and 
stand on ice until the mixture jeliles. 
Serve in lettuce cups, decorating the top 
of each tomato with a spoonful of may- 
onnaise, and serving with a small dish 
of the dressing. 


KIDNEY sTEW. 

Carefully wash the kidneys and boll 
them until quite tender; then set aside 
to cool, and when quite cold, cut into 
tiny squares, removing all the fat; place 
in a stew-pan witha tablespoonful of 
butter, a little salt, a dash of pepper, a 
large cupful of milk, and allow them 
to simmer gently for half an hour; then 
thicken with a tablespoonful of flour wet 
with a littlecold milk; serve ona platter 
with small squares of dry toast, 


BEANS AND POTATOES, 

String, wash and cut fine one.quart of 
fresh beans, Prepare with butter, salt 
and pepper as in the preceding recipe, 
Cook for.ten minutes, then add one-half 
of a cupful of boiling water and one pint 
of small new potatoes, scraped and cut 
into quarters, Cover and continue cook- 
ing until the potatoes are tender, adding 
a@ littel more water if necessary. 


BLACKBERRY PIE. 

‘Wash and pick the berries. Linea pie 
plate with good, rich paste, put in the 
berries, sweeten, add half a cup water, 
and sift a little flour over the berries be- 
fore covering with a crust. 


PEACH SALAD. 

Pare large sweet peaches. Cut a séec- 
tion from the top of each, and carefully 
remove the stone; fill the cavity with 
mayonnaise and serve in lettuce-cups.

In recent years the demand for physi- 
cal training in schools has increased 
greatly, and side by side With gyinna- 
sium work, out-door training has Come 
into equal prominence. Few persons ex- 
cept those who have given special atten- 
tion to the subject are aware of the 
amount of money devoted tothe physica] 
development of students, and the far- 
reaching results to health, good morals 
and character.

Fortunately the founders bf ‘Phillips 
Academy and subsequent donors have 
provided a large domain. There is a 
dearth of level fields. on the Hill, but:

grounds would require. Hardly’ one of 
the great schools, colleges ‘or -thiversi-

Selectmen Decide Important

The selectmen met Wednesday after- 
noon and transacted some important 
business. They voted that the town 
build the new piece“of state highway 
allowed Andover this year, under the 
supervision of Superintendent of Streets 
Lovejoy. It will be constructed thig 
side of the piece on South Main street 
near the Reading line. Reading has’ an 
appropriation also for a piece on the 
other side, so that before many years it 
is hoped that the road between Andover 
and Reading can be traversed without 
danger to life and limb. 

The selectmen also decided to grant 
the petition for a franchise by the And- 
over & Tewksbury Street R. R. company 
although there has been some opposition 
against the road. The location of the 
tracks will be down Central, School, 
Railroad, Central streets to Ballardyale’ 
and ‘Tewksbury street to Tewksbury, By 
the franchise the company is given the 
liberty to locate such poles and appurte- 
nances as may be necessary. for the con- 
venient operation of the cars, but all 
poles shall be located and placed to the 
acceptance of the board of selectmen, : 
The gauge of the tracks shall be four 
feet, eight and one-half inéhes and. the 
1ails may be T or any pattern satisfac- 
tory to the board of selectmen. 

The exact location of the tracks, eg. 
pecially where Central street passes un- 
der the Boston & Maine Railroad shall 
be determined by the board of selectmen 
before construction is commenced. 

The locations hereby granted may be 
revoked by the Board: after ten days’ 
notice, if the said company shall not 
have some portion of its liné built by the 
first day of December, 1900.

By ‘Bicycle to Pomp's and Foster’s 
Ponas, and Rattlesnake Hill. 


Phew! how hot it-was when .the 
Townsman reporter mounted: his wheel. 
inthe Square yesterday morning shortly 
before 9 o'clock to start on one of his 
weekly bicycle excursions which could 
be. chronicled for ‘townsman readers. 
‘rhe thermometer seemed to be taking a 
run by itself unassisted by’ any wheel 
away up in the eighties:and it was just 
the kind of weather to” make one feel 
that he ought to invent some excuse for 
living, but “what can’t be cured must 
be endured,” so putting his feet up on 
| the coasters, for a chainless seems almost 
“able to run without touching the pedals, 
the writer dipped down the slight incline 
of Central street and began his ride. 

Passing the Baptist church on the 
corner ot Essex ‘and Central streets, H. 
H. ‘lyer’s fine house at the corner of 
Chestnut and Central on the left almost 
opposite to the beautiful Christ Episcopal 
church and Mrs. Byers’ on the corner of 
School and Central, the old South 
church was perhaps the first object 
worthy of especial notice, It: stands on 
or near the site of the original site of 
the first South Parish church which was 
first occupied for worship in January, 
1710, At the rear of the church edifice 
is the old burying ground used by the 
first settlers of this section of ‘the town. 
One stone bears the following inscrip- 
tion which is the latest relic remaining 
and was evidently connected with the. 
explosion of a powder mill carriéd on in 
Andover (Frye Village) shortly after the 
Revolutionary times:

Proceeding on our way we pass Col. 
Ripley’s handsome estate on the left and 
in fact, as we ride along this. delightful 
street, shaded with stately elms, remin- 
iseences of the early days of Andover, 
steal all unbidden into our minds, while 
passing many houses which oecupy promi- 
nent parts in the town’s history. Here 
on the left, a short distance from the 
Old South church, is the old John Abbot 
house, occupying the site of a garrison 
house of the times when the mere men- 
tion of the blood-thirsty red skin caused 
leven the strongest to shudder and an 
@larm sent the settlers running for, 
shelter to one of thése houses which 
were built to withstand almost any In- 
dian attack. It. was in the month of 
April, 1876, that Joseph Abbot, a former 
occupant of the Abbot house, was sur- 
prised in the fields by an attacking party 
of savages and was killed, after defend- 
ing himself bravely, while his brother 
Timothy was carried away into captivity. 
In August of the same year, an Indian 
squaw, taking pity on the boy’s mother,’ 
brought him back to his home and de- 
livered him. up. 

Continuing down Central street until 
Phillips street is reached, when a turn 
to the left takes us past the estate of |

"| Several Woodcock rose from the bushes 


and flew. across. the road. 

Retracing his course, the writer passed 
over the route to be followed by the new 
‘Andover & ‘Tewksbury street ‘railroad,— 
if it is ever’ built,—as far as Andover 
street, where thé road will turn téWard 
Ballardvale and Tewksbury. A pleasant 
encounter with our genial representative 
William Odlin, Esq., with Mrs. Odlin, 
her sister Miss Clarke, and a friend, who 
were on the way by carriage to Foster’s 
Pond, went far, toward enlivening the 
monotony of a ride alone. After a very 
cordial invitation to the writer to make 
a call at Mr. Odlin’s camp at Rattlesnake 
hill, bicycle and carriage parted com- 
pany as the former pushed ahead to 
cover the ride, s 

Points of particular interest were not 
very profuse about this section although 
the old William Allen place, recently 
burned’to the ground, was passed just 
before arriving at the pond, and Paul 
Hannegan’s lithia water spring cn the 
right was viewed from the road, 

-At the present time Foster’s pond is 
not a thing of beauty, The water has 
been drawn out until only a little covers 
the bottom and through the little pro- 
trude stumps and refuse matter. It was 
easily perceivable, however, that the 


‘place: might be-at times eXceedingly 


beautiful, especially in the Spring when 
the brooks would have filled it to its 
utmost capacity.. A few moments of 
strolling around the shore of the, pond 
along which are several camps and tents, 
were enough to give the Townsman re- 
porter all he'Wantéd of that section of 
the place; ‘Which is exceedingly sandy, so 
returning to the: main road over Rattle- 
snake hill, he found the way;by a side 
path, or rather by a climb over the 
ledges, {9 Representative Odlin’s sent, 
camp on the very summit of the hill, 
At one point on the climb to the camp it 
was found that the ledge dropped away 
at this point nearly sheer for seventy-

aving enjoyed the hospitality of Mr. 
Odlin’s camp for some time, the writer 
was piloted to the foot of the ledge by a 
much easier path than the one by which 
he made the ascent and the ride home by 
way of the road over the dam to the Bos- 
ton turnpike was begun. ‘This is a near- 
ly, disused byway with weeds growing in 
the middle and ‘is rather rough, but it 
ruins througli: the woods and is very 
pleasant going. On this road, the wheel- 
oon scared an old “granther” wood- 
éhuck almost out of his senses, but he 
had enough left to run along out of the 
way and finally to find refuge in a hole 
in some rocks by the roadside.

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the woods. After a short time spent in 


distance, turn again, this time to the 
right to Woburn street, the continuation 
of Abbot. Along at the left of this | 
street is the original road bed of the 
Boston & Maine railroad as it came into 
Andover. Now used as a walk, well 
sheltered from the sun by a canopy of 
pine boughs, it presents little resem- 
blance to its former state when the first 
steam engine came puffing into Andover, 
its tender well filled with cord wood. 
On the left can be seen the mansion of 
T. Dennie Thomson, presenting a pretty 
picture through the vistas of the trees. | 
At one’s right the always beautiful Shaw- | 
shin valley lies stretched before us in its 
green mantle, 

In a few moments we reach the Spring 
Grove cemetery, one and three-tenths 
miles from the starting. While the 
easier riding from this point on to Fos- 
ter’s Pond would be by the left hand 
road, one would miss the beauties of 
Pomp’s Pondiand the view from Indian 
Ridge. The writer took the right hand 
road and after riding a short distance 
turned into the cart path through the 
fields to Indian Ridge. Dismounting at 
the foot of the Ridge a slight climb to 
the summit opens up a pretty glimpse of 
nature. Down at the foot of the hill is 
Pomp’s Pond, a remnant of the glacial 
period, so Prof. Hitchcock tells us. ‘The 
wooded shores cast dark shadows in the 
water and invite thesmall boy,,and indeed, 
many others to try the tempting coolness 
of ‘the waters by a swim. Along the 
west shore aré many pond lilies hiding 
their heads among the lily pads. Raising 
one’s eyes, @ panorama of lovelinéss is 
opened up as we look off toward Ballard- 
vale and the more distant hills. We can 
pick out from the nearby village of Bal- 
lardvale, the school house, church, mills 
and many familiar houses.._ Indian Ridge 
itself has more than a little of interest 
connected with it. It is supposed to be 
so named because the early settlers first 
thought that the ridge was made by the 
Indians and used for a burying ground, 
and indeed, it may have been so used. 
But the settlers, our ancestors, were mis- 
taken when they thought the savages 
made the ridge, since there is too much 
of it? fo quote Prof. Hitcheock again in 
his explanation of the origin of the ridge, 
it is probably of glacial origin and is in the 
nature of a terminal moraine and marks 
the courses of the surface flow of water 
during the last stages of the melting ice 
sheet. 

But we must not longer remain to dis- 
course on the geological features to be 
seen but must proceed on our way. 
Again on the highway, a short distance 
had been covered only when a delightful 
shady path to the right was too tempting 
to be withstood, and the bicycle making 
no objection, the writer decided to ven- 
ture, inorder to get a closer view of the 
pond.
